THE FIGHTING IS CONTINUOUS 


Czar's Forces Said to Be Attempting 


to Force Their Way Through 


Jap Army. 


London, Sept... 8.—Unofficial dis- 


patches from the seat of war near 
Mukden this morning were sensation- 
al, but nothing of an official nature lias 
been received for several days. Ac- 
cording to this morning's reports a 
fierce battle is now in progress to the 
south of Mukden, in which the Rus- 
sians are said to have already lost 
over a thousand Killed and wounded. 
No funher details ara given of the 
fight, but if the- report is true it would 
seem to indicate 
that 
the Russian 


rear has been intercepted by the Jap- 
anese and that the Czar's forces are at- 
tempting to fight their way through 
the Japanese troops and rejoin the 
advance 
guard 
of 
Kuropat- 


kin's army, reported as being already 
in Mukden. 


Kuropatkin Heard From. 
: St. Petersburg. Sept S.—Ai brief dis- 


patch was today received from Gen. 
Kuroptkin, dated yesterday evening. 
Dispatch states that General Kuroki 
forces are about 27 miles east of the 
railway, while General Oku is about 
20 miles west of .the line. The general 
staff here expects a^decisive battle. 
Jfuropatkin's dispatelTeonfiriPs the be- 
lief that the rear guard is still distant 
from Mukden. lie says this portion 
dt' his force extends 17 miles south of 
ILIukden. Fighting, he says, is contin- 
uous. 


ter, and I do not believe thaf the' Jap- 
anese -troops are capable of seriously 
threatening the line of retreat. The 
greatest difficulty our army is now 
having to contend with is the terrible 
roads resulting from the rain of Mon- 
d'ay and Tuesday. Our information is 
that the bulk of the baggage has al- 
ready passed through Mukden. This 
is the usual procedure in the case of 
any retreat."

Kuropatkin's movements, after all, 


must depend chiefly on the tactics of 
the Japuiiese, VMIU Vtiiuui .let. Uie in- 
itiative. 
If the Japanese continue to 


press north in the hope of cutting off 
the Russians and bringing the-ai to 
bay, then Kuropatkin will be obliged 
to move north to circumvent them. 
But both armies are already terribly 
exhausted, and if they again come into 
grip the result will depend 
largely 


upon which of them is able to throw 
the most fresh reserves into the light. 
H there is a race northward it is ap- 
parent that the greatest danger will 
come at the narrow defile of Tiehling, 
north of Mukden, but the authorities 
seem fairly well satisfied with the sit- 
.uation and are confident of its ulti- 
mate outcome. 


To Recall Ouktomsky. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 8. — Although 


the report that Rear Admiral Ouktom- 
sky, in command'of the'Russian fleet 
'at Port Arthur, is to be courtmartialecJ 
is untrue, the admiralty has decided 
to recall him, probably placing" Cap- 
tain Wiren of the armored cruiser 
•Bayan in command. It has been real- 
ized all along that Ouktomsky lacked 
jthe reuqisites of a commander of a 
fleet under difficulties, but owing to 
the impossibility of sending a flag offi- 
cer to Port Arthur he was allowed to 
remain'in command. 
The admiralty 


is greatly dissatisfied with his action 
in returning to Port Arthur on Aug. 
10 in the face of the order of the late 
Admiral "Withoft not to do so. and this 
led to the decision to supplant him.

that the heavy .fighting reported by 
numerous Chinese refugees as having 
occurred before Port Arthur between 
iAug. 27 and 31 occurred chiefly on the 
tflrst two days mentioned, the Jap- 
imes3 thereafter .directing their efforts 
almost entirely to holding the posi- 
tions they had obtained. 
That these 


fwo positions were of considerable im- 
jportance is evidenced by .the fact that 
jthe Russians"risked the lives of val- 
uable men in open fight in their efforts 
to dislodge the Japanese from them. 
As has been previously reported in 
these dispatches, the Japanese troops 
retired from nearly all points on the 
night of Aug. 31. The Novi Krai of 
•Aug. 31 devotes considerable space to 
an account of small Russian recon- 
naissances which started from Paluag- 
fihan and reached a point near Shu- 
tehiyien without encountering any Jap- 
anese. Returning to their lines on 
tlie night of the 29th this party came 
upon a trench in an open field garri- 
'aoned by a solitary Japanese soldier. 
•who abandoned his rifle and fled upon 
seeing the Russians. 
The Russians 


captured some trenching tools, but 
they discovered the Japanese in force 
behind a barrier thrown across the 
Mandarin road and returned swiftly 
to the fortress. Another reconnoiter- 
ing party found the Japanese van- 
guard trenches at §hushiyen to be un- 
occupied. 
The Russians remained in 


the trenches awhile, and 
presently 


.discovered a company of Japanese 
itroops. 
There was an exchange of 


rifle fire, during which a number of 
the Japanese, who had been surprised, 
•were killed. 
The remainder retired.

continue the stockyards struggle mi- 
til better terms can be secured, the 
strike leaders aje in a quandary as to 
what the next move will he. When 
ihe result of the vote of the men de- 
feating the proposition to return to 
•work was announced it was stated by 
the union officials that a second ballot 
•would be ordered at once.

after the announcement was made, 
however, the plan was abandoned, and 
eifcrts wer<? begun to secure another 
conference with the packers.

the strikers were unsuccessful, and 
then £ second 
announcement was 


made that the order issued last week 
placing all meat on the unfair list 
would be put into effect. 
While ar- 


rangements were being made to put 
this order into effect it was suddenly 
discovered by some of the leaders that 
the allie'l trades conference board 
v/ould have to give their consent to 
the order before it could be enforced, 
and that it would be impossible to put 
ths manifesto into immediate effect, 
as the allied trades conference board 
would not be atile to arrange for a 
meeting of its members until later in 
the day.' It was then stated that the 
.central -^.prganization would meet to 
consider the Question. 


StKke-Breakers Disappointed. 


New York, Sept. 8.—When the 3,500 


strike-breakers reported at the Inter- 
borough companies they were 
In- 


formed that their services might still 
be required, and were ordered to hold 
themselves in readiness for any emer- 
gency. 
Some of the strike-breakers 


were paid oft and expressed dissatis- 
faction with Ih3 treatment they had 
received, having only three clays' em- 
ployment.

Was Set On Fire by 


Angry Mob 


WHILE FIRE 
DEPARTMENT 


WAS HELD AT BAY 


Brutal Negro Murderer Was 


Then Lynched. 


VICTIM CONFESSED TO HIS CRIME 


Huntsville, Alabama, the Scene of 


Latest Hanging By a Mob— 


Others Are Implicated. 


Huntsville, Ala., Sept. S.—After set- 


ting {ire to the jail and smoking out 
the prisoner, while tlie fire depart- 
ment was held at bay with guns, and 
the sheriff, his deputies and the sol- 
diers outwitted, a mob estimated at 
over 2,000 persons lynched Horace 
Maples, the negro accused of the mur- 
der of John Waldrop, by stringing him 
to a tree on the courthouse lawn. This 
action of the mob was taken notwith- 
standing strong protests made by So- 
licitor Earl Pettus and H. Wallace, 
Jr., in stirring speches in which law 
and 
order were pleaded 
for elo- 


quently. 


The crowd began to gather as soon 


as the details of the crime spread 
throughout the country, in which Wal- 
drop had a number of friends, and be- 
fore the militia which was ordered 
from Birmingham by Governor Cun- 
nifigham arrived the mob had swelled 
to enormous proportions. While the 
sheriff and his deputies pluckily stood 
their guard, they were powerless be- 
fore the mob and the fire. The local 
military company was called out, but 
they were outwitted by the men who 
conceived the idea of smoking out the 
prisoner. 


At 10:25 o'clock the jail was fired 


in the back part, burning fiercely, a 
dense smoke spreading through the 
upper stories and cells of the build- 
ing. The fire department was not al- 
lowed to approach within a block ot 
the scene and was driven away with 
bullets. The crowd on the outside 
v/ould allow nobody to enter or come 
out until the person of Horace Maples 
was surrendered to the crowd. The 
sheriff and his guards would not give 
in, but in some manner the negro got 
through a window and jumped out of 
the building into the crowd. He was 
passed 
down and a rope thrown 


around his neck, and he was pulled up 
to the county courthouse. There was 
an immense crowd on the lawn. While 
Maples was confessing his crime and 
implicating a white man end two more 
negroes, John H. Wallace, Jr., and 
Solicitor Earl Pettus delivered impas- 
sioned speeches trying to dissuade- 
the mob. They were hooted down in 
turn, but finally when Solicitor Pettus 
called on all who were in favor of law 
taking its course to hold up their 
hands, about half of the big crowd of 
several thousand did so. There was 
cheering for a moment, but the men 
with the rope pulled the negro away, 
threw the end of the rope over a limb 
and drew up. The negro was dead in 
a few minutes. A crowd will make an 
effort to capture the negro's accom-' 
plk-f-s, but no more disorder is feared.

Regnet 
wjs notified yesterday of the decision 
of the court, and promised that he 
would com :ence paying the money 
today. He purchased a revolver, how- 
ever. a:id going to the house in which 
his wif-' war* living in the suburb of 
Ir\ing Park, shot her three times, 
killing her instantly. He then shot 
hii.isclf through the head.

Chicago. Sept. 8.-—The efforts of a 


patrol wagon full of policemen to dis- 
perse a crowd of 1,000 persons, made 
up of strikers and others, who were 
watching two men attacking an es- 
caped steer with knives, caused a riot 
near the stockyards. 
The police at- 


tacked the crowd with clubs. Some of 
the crowd fought against the police- 
men, but all were finally put to flight 
except five, who were arrested. The 
steer bled to death from Us wounds.

Resolved. 'j|iat, fn view of the fact 


that the ^number now.llvlni; of the sol- 
diers of the Mexican War, does not 
exeede five thousand, and the number 
ol the widows of Mexican soldiers 
does not exceed seven thousand, in 
th whole 
United States, and 
the 


highest pension tc the soldiers under 
the Jaws of the United States cannot 
exceed $12 per month, and that of 
widows of M?xican soldiers cannot ex- 
ceed ?8 per month: that we feel there 
is a discrimination against such, un- 
der our present laws; and that we 
urge our members of Congress lo 
make an effort to increase the pen- 
t-ions of the Mexican soldiers to $25 
per month; and their widows* pen- 
sions be increased to $12 per month. 
We urge this for the reasons that a 
large number of the Mexican soldiers 
are very old, and helpless, and io the 
infirmaries and soldiers' homes of the 
country: and if so increased they can 
all be returned to their old homes, and 
pass the remnant of their days witn 
their relatives and friends. 
We ac- 


knowledge that the United States has 
been generous to its soldiers and their 
widows and orphans, in providing pen- 
sions and homes for the soldiers, and 
for the education of the orphan chil- 
dren of such soldiers, and for »11 of 
which we are duly thankful to our be- 
loved sountrj; and in rlew of the 
fact that through, the Mexican. War 
here was added to our putlic domain 
over one million of square miles 
ot 


territory, which is now among the 
most valuable of our possessions: that 
the precious metals taken out of these 
possessions has added billions of dol- 
lars to the wealtb of this nation, and 
will continue- to do so for thousands 
of years to come, and its agricultural 
and horticultural ^regions are now t\>-i 
gardens of Ihe world. 


Resolved, That in view of the small 


number of Meixcan veterans now liv- 
ing, and their average age? being now 
over SO years, and rapidly decemating, 
the Government of the United States 
will not have them very Ions on their 
pension rolls; and we therefore urge 
the increase of pensions, as an act of 
justice to the Soldiers "of the Mexican 
War and their widows.
